cations and could-not be sold at 25c., but 
some were sold at a loss. Excepting that 
everything passed off well and altogeth- 
er it was a big day for the library. 


None are deserving of more praise for 


the progress of the library than Miss 
Eliza Hance, the librarian,-who has served 
in that capacity since 1875. She receives 
.the same salary now she did 20 years ago 
although the work has trebled, and has 
done it because of her love and interest 
in her work. 


In fact the library owes much to the 


women on the Board of Directors and the 
holders of shares as the greater part of 
routine work falls upon them. There are 
123 shareholders at tnis time and it is 
hoped the centennial will be the means of 
Interesting others. 


The reported condition of the Library 


at the present time, June 1, 1902, is as 
follows:

The following remarks are from the pen 


of Ebenezor Hance, Esq., of Fallsington, 
a member of the Library Association, now 
deceased, who was very active in all 
tilings that pertained to the usefulness 
and permanency 
of that institution. 


They were prepared to be read at the 
annual meeting in January, 1876, when 
the library through the generous bequest 
of I. V. Williamson assumed greater pro- 
portions and a larger sphere of usefulness. 


Through a press of business the reading 


was postponed. In January 7, 1882, at 
the annual meeting they were read and 
recorded In the minutes.' They are as 
appropriate now, as then, therefore [ have 
thought fit to produce them at this time- 
is follows: 


"Now that the library i* established on 


a permanent foundation, It is confidently 
hoped that it will be the Instrument of 
usefulness in our midst and dispense 
knowledge, especially to the young by at- 
tracting them to acquire the means of 
more happiness to themselves and also of 
rendering more to their fellows. 


"It Is an old maxim that knowledge is 


the handmaid of virtue and at least it is 
certain that knowledge, it properly direct- 
ed will greatly enlarge the sphere of our 
usefulness, and at our library since fts.pr- 
ganltatioa has visibly Increased the num- 


Sensenlg, H. W. Satterthwalte, treasurer, 
Anna M. Carver, secretary; Lydia P.

lic at large as well. 


The Fallsington Library Association 


was organized and a constitution adopted 
by a number of citizens of Fallsington 
and vicinity on November 26, 1800. 
The 


01 iginal membership Included most of the 
substamial and business men of the time 
in and around Fallsington. Articles of 
incorporation were drawn up December 
20th, 1802, and laid before the Attorney 
General of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, Joseph B. McKean, Esq., and 
approved by him on the above date. The

approval the Governor, the _J|pn. Thomas 
McKean, at Lancaster, Pa., (then the seat 
of the Government of the State) ordered 
entry to be made of the Incorporation in 
Commission BOOK, No. 2, In the Rolls 
office. 


The first officers of the library wore 


Daniel Trimble, Mahlon Kirkbrlde, John 
Mott, John Kirkbrlde and Stephen Com- 
fort, directors, and Samuel Palmer and 
Mablon Mllnor, treasurer. 


The records other than so far recorded 


here, appear to have been lost up to the 
year 1820. 
From private memoranda 


kept by Ebenezer Hnnce, Esq., we learn 
that the annual meeting was held that 
year, 1820, at the public bouse of Isaac 
Bullock, in Fallsington, kept as a temper- 
ance house; a number of citizens having 
joined in a stock company and purchased 
the tavern house kept by William Severn B 
and turned It into a temperance house 
and put Isaac Bullock in as landlord, he 
being a member of the Friends Society 
and a tailor by trade 


The annual meetings of the society were 


held there as long as the house was kept 


Isaac Bullock died In 1829 and the com- 


pany becoming tired of the ownership of 
the property it passed into the hands of 
William Allen and became a public house 
of the usual kind, but the library society 
continued to meet there for several years 
after. 


In 1853 the privilege of the use of the 


library boots was given to non-share- 
holders on a payment of one dollar per 
year. In 1875 the charge was raised to 
one dollar and fifty cents per year, a large 
addition having at that time been mode to 
the number of books in the libray. 


In 1874 Isaiah V. Williamson, of Phila- 


depbia, in a spirit of approving benevo- 
lence donated five thousand dollars to the 
library, the interest of which is to be de 
voted exclusively to the purchasing of 
books for the library, the gift being con- 
ditional on the raising of a specified sum 
by the society itself. Under this stimu- 
lus 178 persons became shareholders on a 
payment of five dollars each. Everything 
having been arranged to the satisfaction of 
the donor, Isaiah V. Williamson, at the 
annual meeting held January 6, 1877. 


By order of this meeting the chairman 


appointed Samuel 0. Moon, Spencer W. 
Buckman, Joseph Brown and Joseph 0. 
Robbins a committee to inquire concern- 
ing the selection of a suitable site for the 
erection of a library building, Isaiah V 
Williamson having offered to be at one- 
half of the expenses of the same if an 
approved situation was selected. 


The above named committee also were 


authorized to solicit and collect contribu- 
tions to the budding fund. January 5th, 
1878, nine hundred and thirty dollars had 
been subscribed and one hundred dollars 
raised by the ladles of Fallsington, wood 
to the value of one hundred dollars (by 
whom, not stated,) lot for building site, 
value two hundred dollars, and the stone 
upon It valued at fifty dollars contributed 
by Jacob Watson, amounting in all to 
thirteen hundred and eighty dollars had 
been contributed. 
This was reported 


to Mr. Williamson and Frank Taylor, 
William Wise and Owen Moon were added 
to the building subscription committee. 


The chairman of the meeting then ap- 


pointed a building committee of five 
persons, vie: Charles A. Parsons, David 
Satterthwaite, Joseph 0. Taylor. Spencer 
W. Bnckman and Charles Taylor. 
Joseph 


0. Taylor was made treasurer of the build- 
Ing fund at the annual meeting held Jan- 
uary 4, 1879, In the Library hall, (which 
was then ready for use) the building com- 
mittee reported the sum expended for 
building purposes $3,201.15; receipts $3,- 
641,10; balance QP hand $338.95. 
The 


hall was ordered furnished at a cost of 
$302.24; cost of coal and sundries $9.26; 
leaving a balance on hand of $28.30, 


On motion the building committee was 


discharged with thanks, 
Thanks were 


extended to I. V. Williamson and the sup- 
erintendent of construction, Spencer W. 
Bnokman. At the annual meeting, Jan- 
uary 1,1881, there remained a debt upon 
the building of $1,265, to settle this Mr. 
Williamson contributed $1,000 on condi- 
tion the rest, $366, being raised by the 
Library oompcny, which was done. It 
was decided that no debt should be accum- 
ulated on this building In the future. 
It 


in well to bear in mind that no portion of 


the five thousand dollars can bo expended 
except the Interest, which must be used 
exclusively for tno purchase of books and 
rending matter for the library. 
The 


Library Company mooting expenses inde- 
pendent of tho bequest 
The Intention 


was from tho first of tho organization ot 
the company that it should bo perpetual 
and tho articles of Incorporation state that 
the company v in lot bo diasohod except 
by tho consent of uino-tnnths ot the share- 
holders 


At the annual mooting hold January 2, 


1885, it was ordered that non-shareholders 
should be charged two dollars per year for 
the use of tho library books. January 2, 
1886, the use of the reading room was 
declared free for all orderly and well dis- 
posed persons during tho hours In which 
it may be opened, but only shareholders 
and renters have the privilege of taking 
books home from tho library. The share- 
holders now pay one dollar and fifty cents 
per year for each share of stock they may 
hold. 
Tho n6n-shareholder, or renters, 


pay two dollars per year.

sonjeontributcd one hundred dollars to be 
devoted to furnishing cases for tho library 
books, which should bo as a memorial of

Italia," in recognition of which King Vic- 
tor Kmnnuel III sent him a letter of 
thanks and slaling that Prof. Achilla's 
name had been registered in the Royal 
Bool of Honor at the Pantheon in Rome 
as a famous composer of rnui^c* 


Professor Antonio Maidor Achille died 


at his residence, 315 South Sixth street, 
Philadelphia, on Wednesday, June 4, at 
6.30 a. m., after suffering for nearly eix 
months, and was buried on Friday, June 
6, 1''02. He leaves a valuable musical 
library. 
He was one of Italy's most 


fame us band masters, and he organised 
many of the best military bancls in this 
country. He belonged to n great many 
lodge s and societies of his native country 
and therefore in many of the principal 
cities of Italy and Sicily a high and 
solemn mass was celebrated.

* OF TO-DAY AS VIEWED 


BY AN EXPERT. 


Rapid

In all of the telephone dlecuHion, both 


ID the dally newspapers and clan journal*, 
very little apace hue been devoted to this 
deterioration of telephone plant!. The 
importance of thin tact cannot be overesti- 
mated. It ia a wing of the telephone 
business that baa escaped, apparently, the 
critic, and the subject has .unquestionably 
genuine and special interest How it has 
escaped a thorough review before, it is 
difficult to imagine. That changes, etc., 
make a telephone plant obsolete within 
few years is too important a statement to 
be taken lightly. 


A prominent enginaer, speaking author- 


itatively with a single eye for the facts, 
and with an expert knowledge of the sub- 
ject of telephone properties recently 
made the following statement. What he 
has to say ia more than important, and 
the statement is entitled to the widest 
publicity. He said: 


"The rapid deterioration of a telephone 


plant IB generally not appreciated. This 
is especially true in the case of investors 
interested in small companies. Most of 
the Bell Companies have had experience 
in this respect, and thoscfwho have failed 
to appreciate It stopped paying dividends 
five or eight years ago. 


'As a general rule tbe plant must be 


entirely renewed once every ten years. 
This figures out about as follows: 
THE CASE MADE ENTIRELY CLEAR. 


"Suppose a plant was bonded at the' 


rate of $200 per station^. Every year $20 
out of earnings must be set aside as a 
sinking fund to redeem the bonds, or else 
the same amount of money must be ex- 
pended m the plant in addition to ordi- 
nary maintenance and repair. If this 'is 
not done then the bondholders are in the 
position of simply having part of the pur- 
chase money each year in the guise of in- 
terest. Then at the end of ten years their 
bonds are worthless. If in the case pro- 
posed, where $20 per annum per station 
must be set aside as a sinking fund, the 
operating expenses are taken at a figure at 
all reasonable, say even as low as $12 or 
$15 per year, it will be seen that the aver- 
age rate per telephone for services must 
be more than $35, or there is nothing left 
over for dividing among the holders of the 
stock or paying interest on bonds. 


After an experience of several yearj) Tbe 


Maryland Independent Telephone Co. is 
now asking permission of City council to 
Increase the rates of all subscribers; the 
present rate of $18 for business, and $36 
for residence telephones, it is claimed, is 
less than the cost of the service. 


"There was a recent example in New 


Jersey of a telephone company where the 
management did not appreciate the effect 
of deterioration and tbe large amount of 
money that must be devoted each year to 
the keeping up and replacement oT the 
plant. 


"The experience of the "Bell" com- 


panies has demonstrated that tho life of a 
telephone plant is not over ten years—this 
means that reconstruction of the entire 
plant must be made ^during this period. 
The first three or four } ears show very 
little depreciation, but an allowance of 10 
per cent, per annum they find necessary to 
cover this invisible, but none tne less 
necessary, part of the cost of operation. 


"Taking the figures as they are obtain- 


able they seem to indicate clearly that the 
securities of all telephone companies ci n 
not be scrutinized too closely."

The Central Union has 
hardly been above 10 for a year and has 
not paid a dividend in six years. 
Like - 


wise there are plenty of independent com- 
panies which are financially weaker than 
they were three years ago. 


"Tbe telephone fight has been a good 


and necessary thing for the country. 
It 


has been a great educator in the use of 
the telephone. 
War is waste, however, 


and should never last beyond the point of 
settling the question of principle? at 
stake. 
' 


"We think these have been pretty well 


fixed. It seems that the following points 
are so well settled that The are hardly de- 
batable by fair-minded men, to wit: 


"That the telephone service i» a natural 


monopoly and that one telephone system 
reaching everywhere, at a right rate, is 
better than two. 


"That tbe average rate is lower than 


good service can be furnished for, per- 
manently. 
— 


"That no company 
can establish a 


monopoly at excessive rates. The people 
can protect themselves. The telephone 
business is exceedingly fascinating. 
It 


has many allurements to the investor. In 
country towns and small cities the sub- 
scribers come without'asking—on the end- 
less chain plan. They pay in advance or 
at least with regularity, and all in all the 
business has many points of advantage 
over ordinary mercantile pursuits. 


"Yet taken as a whole the telephone 


business of the country is in a more cha- 
otic condition than that of any other pub- 
lic service. I am well aware that the 
professional bond seller will not like this 
statement. 


"Some steps must be talden to bring the

The Pennsylvania Society of the Sons 


of the Revolution last Saturday celebrat- 
ed the on< hundred and twenty-fourth an- 
niversary of the Evacuation of Philadel- 
phia by the British, and the retirement 
of the Continental Army trom Valley 
Forge, at Taylorsville, where Washington 
and his force crossed the Delaware on 
Christmas night, 1776, to engage in the 
historic buttle of Trenton. 


Some two hundred members of the So- 


ciety from Philadelphia were met at 
Washington's Crossing, on the Jersey side 
of the rlv< r by a Reception committee of 
the Boeks County Historical Society com- 
posed of Judge Hannan Yerkes and Rich- 
ard 
Ranolph 
Parry, 
of 
Doylentown; 


Thomas 0 Knowles, of Yardley; and Cap- 
tain 
William 
Wynkoop, of Newtown. 


Led by a band and the color guard bear- 
ing reproductions of the reiolutionary 
flags the members were,escorted across 
the old covered bridge into historic 
Bucks. 


On tho Pennsylvania side of the Dela- 


ware, on tne left of the bridge stands the 
old coloniiil house at present occupied by 
H. 0. Grover, who married a great-grand- 
daughter of Benjamin Taylor, who came 
to the place four months after the mid- 
night advance of the British. 


Beneath the trees on the lawn a covered 


sfand had been erected and rows of bench- 
es placed,nnd here the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion listened to the recital of the deeds of 
their worthy sires. 


Richard Oadwallader, president of the 


society, presided and the Rev. G. Woolsey 
Hodge, chaplain, offered 
the opening 


prayer. 1 he historical address was deliv- 
ered by General William Watts Hart 
Pavls, a member of the society, and presi- 
dent of tha Bucks County Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, who served as an 
offi- 


cer In the Mexican war and in the civil 
war. 
He detailed the part played by the 


Delaware and Schuylkill peninsula 'during 
the war and told how the two banks of the 
Delaware liver had been th*. alpha and 
omega of t he great struggle tor liberty. 
He told of the wealth of historic interest 
to be found In Bucks county and urged 
the people of Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey to appoal to the Legislatures of the 
two states to preserve the sites of interest 
and to urgo Congress to purchase the land 
in the neighborhood of Washington's cross- 
ing and convert it into a national park. 


While Goneral Davis was reciting the 


events of the revolution three Indian boys 
from the government school at Carlisle, 
Pa., who are spending the summer on 
farms in the neighborhood, stood 
and 


listened in the shadow of the old bridge. 


General Davis told of the Moland house, 


six miles from Dovlestown, on the Old 
York road, where Lafayette and Pulaekl 
reported for duty. He graphically pictured 
the embarkation of the troops at a point 
about one hnndred yards further up the 
river and said the present Taylorsville was 
at that time called McConkey's Ferry. 


At the close of the ceremonies the mem- 


bers of the society visited the monument 
erected to mark the embarkation of Wash- 
ington's command, and after luncheon 
had been served on the lawn many of the 
visitors visited Knowles creek, about half 
a mile aboie, where Washington hid from 
the eyes of the British the boats used in 
conveying his army across the ice-choked 
Delaware. 


Off For Honduras.
